American aid programme 
which has poured more than a 
billion dollars worth of mili- 
tary and econoric aid into 
Turkey in the past five years 
has been a more spectacular 
success here in both the mi- 
litary and economic fields than 
in any Other country. With 
this material assistance and 
the tactful advice of a 1300 
strong American military mis- 
sion — for the Turks are still 
a proud and prickly people 
the Turkish army has been 
reorganized, re-cquipped and 
retrained into a powerful 
modern fighting machine, the 
strongest in the Near East and 
one of the strongest in the 
whole of the free world. 
The Turks have a famous 
militery tradition and the 
toughness and courage of the 
Turkish soldier is proverbial. 
But until 1948, when the first 
Arrerican supplies began to 
arrive in consequence of Pre- 
sident Truman's promise of 
Sid to any country resisting 
aggression, the Turkish army 
was still a comparatively an- 
tiquated machine. It was a 
slow-moving infantry force 
with little mechanization and 
little in the way of modern 
weapons except the equipment 
supplied by Britain during the 
second half of the Second 
World War. Even this equip- 
ment could not be put to full 
use through lack of techni- 
clans to use and maintain it

But a highly complex mod- 
ern army needs soldiers who 
are not only tough but 4180 
intelligent and technically 
trained. Although education 
in Turkey has made big strides 
in the past 25 years, half of 
Turkey's villages still have no 
proper schools so that a great 
‘part of the work of the Amer- 
ican military mission in Tur- 
key has been to remedy the 
chief weaknesses of the Turk- 
ish army in mechanical main- 
tenance and numbers of ade- 
quately trained officers and 
non-commissioned officers. 
More than 30,000 Turks have 
so far been trained by the 
Americans, over a thousand of 
them in the United States and 
with the United States Army 
in Western Germany. These 
men have in turn become in- 
structors to their _fellow- 
countrymen, while Arr-erican 
teams are working as advisers 
with the Turkish forces al! 
over the country from the 
General Staff down to brigade 
level. 

Illiterate peasant conscripts 
Spend part of the first four 


months of the 

service in learning 

and write and to handle tools 
and equipment, beginning with 
a hammer, screwdriver and 
saw and working up to more 
complicated instruments, This 
training has more than a mi- 
litary value; it means that the 
standard of technical educa- 
tion throughout the country 
in civilian life is also being 
gradually raised and will help 
the mechanization of Turkish 
farming which is now also 
in full swing. The Turks are 
not particularly gifted for me- 
chariical things and their vir- 
tues run more in the direction 
of solidity and reliability than. 
quick-wittedness. But machin- 
ery now seems to have caught 
the imagination of the peasan- 
try and they are enthusiastic 
to learn how to use it. The 
soldiers have a new army 
song: — the lament of a re- 
cruit posted to a unit which 
still has horses anc carts in- 
stead of trucks. 


New Airfields 


The Americans have no ba- 
ses of their own in Turkey. 
But they have been building 
new airfields and improving 
existing ones and expanding 
port facilities. These remain 
entirely under Turkish con- 
trol but would obviously be 
available for use by the Ameri- 
eans in time of war. For en- 
ample, in the Adana area in 
south-west Turkey between 
the Taurus mountains and the 
Mediterranean there is now 
under construction an airfield 
which will be bigger than 
any now existing in Europe.
